2. Direction to Proceed 


Except as otherwise expressly provided to the contrary herein, the 
Contractor is directed, wpon its acceptance of this order, to proceed 
immediately to procure the necessary materials, and to commence the manu- 
facture of the supplies or performance of the services called for herein, 
and to pursue such work with all <iligence to the end that the supplies may 
be delivered or services performed at the earliest practicable date.

(a) In case a definitive contract is not executed by the date 
specified in the clause hereof . 1titled "Provision for Definitizing Con- 
tract,’ because of the inabiiit» of the parties to agree upon a defini- 
tive contract, this order may b. terminated in its entirety by either 
party by delivering to the othe: party a notice in writing specifying the 
offeetive date of termination, which date shall not be earlier than thirty 
(30) days after receipt of such notice 


(bo) The performance o! work under this order may be terminated 
by the Government, in accordance: with this clause, in whole, or from time 
to time in part, whenever the Contracting Officer shall determine that 
~ guch termination is in the best interests of the Government. Any such 
termination shall be effected by delivery to the Contractor of a Notice 
of Termination specifying the extent to which performance of work under

(c) After receipt of notice of Termination, and except as other-

all orders and subcontracts to the extent that they relate to the per- 
formance of work terminated by the Notice of Termination ; (4) assign to 
the Government, in the manner, ‘it the tines, and to the extent directed 
by the Contracting Officer, all of the right, title, and interest of the 
Contractor under the orders or subcontracts so terminated; (5) settle all 
outstanding liabilities and all claims arising out of such termination of

to remove such itcias or enter int: a storage agreement covering then. Not 
later than fifteen (15) days ther. after, the Government will accept title 
to such items and remove thei or «1ter into a storage agreement covering 
the same: PROVIDED, That the list subsitted shall be subject to verifica- 
tion by the Contracting Officer unon rexioval of the itenus, or if the items 
are stored, within forty-five (115) days from the date of submission of the 
list, and any necessary adjustnen:s to correct the list as submitted shall 
be made prior to final settlenent. 


(ad) After receipt of a Jotice of Termination, the Contractor 
shall subuit to the Contracting Ol'ficer its termination claim in the 
form and with the certification prescribed by the Contracting Officer. 
Such claim shail be submitted promptly, but in no event later than 2 years 
from the effective date of terninition, unless one or more extensions in 
writing arc granted by the Contracting Officer upon request of the Con- 
tractor made in writing within suc. @-.;car pericd or authorized extension 
thereof. However, if the Contraciinz Officer determines that the facts 
justify such action, he may receiv: and act upon any such termination 
claim at any tine after such 2-ye:.r period or any extension thereof. Upon 
failure of the Contractor to submis a termination clain within the tine 
allowed, the Contracting Officer ry determine, on the basis of information 
available to hin, the amount, if ucy, due the Contractor by reason of the 
terrunation, and shall thereupon py to the Contractor the anount so deter- 
ruined. 


(ec) Subject to the provision of paragraph (4) hereof, the Con- 
tractor and the Contracting Offiec: may agree upon the whole or any part 
of the anount or anounts to be paid to the Contractor by reason of the 
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total or partial termination os work pursuant to this clause In the 

event of any termination pursur1t to paragraph (a) hereof, such anount 

or amounts shall not include an; allowance for profit or fee. In the 

event of any termination pursuc:t to paragraph (b) hereof, such anount 

or amounts may include a reasoiu.ble allowance for profit or fee, but 

only on work actually done in « mnection with the terminated portion of 
this order. Any such arount sk..11 not exceed the amount set forth in 

the clause hereof entitled “Authority to Obligate Funds, and Subcontracts." 
Any such agreement shall be cmbodied in an amendment to this order and the 
Contractor shall be paid the arveed amount. 


(f) If the Contractor and the Contracting Officer are not able 
to agree in whole or in part, a: provided in paragraph (ce) hercof, as to 
the amount or amounts to be paic to the Contractor in connection with the 
termination of work pursuant tc this clause, the Government, without dup- 
lication of any amounts agreed upon in accordanee with the above-cited 
paragraph (ec), shall pay to th: Contractor an anount determined in accord- 
anee with the applicable cost principles of the Arned Services Procurement 
Regulation. In the event of th: termination of this order pursuant to 
paragraph (a) hereof, no allowe.ce for fee or profit shall be included in 
the amount to be paid the Conti ctor.

(g) The Contractor shall have the right of appeal, under the 
clause entitled "Disputes" incorporated in this order by reference, from 
any determination made by the Contracting Officer under paragraph (da) or 
(f£) above (including any disput.: as to waether termination has in fact 
taken place pursuant to par.(a) hereof), except that if the Contractor 
has failed to submit a claim within the time provided in paragraph (a) 
hereof and has failed to request extension of such tine, the Contractor 
shall have no such right of appial. If any case where the Contracting 
Officer has made a determinaticr. of the amount due under paragraph (a) 
or (f£) above, the Government sh.1l pay to the Contractor the following: 
(i) if there is no right of app.:al hereunder or if no timely appeal has 
been taken, the amount so detergined by she Contracting Officer, or (it) 
if an appeal has been taken, th. anount finally determined on such appeal. 


(h) In arriving at th. amount due to the Contractor under this

conditions as it may prescribe, unke partial paynents and payments on 
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account against costs incurred by che Contractor in connection with the 
tecuinated portion of the contract whenever in the opinion of the Con- 
tracting Officer the aggregate of such payments shall be within the amount 
to which the Contractor will be e..3itled hereunder.

and notwitheatanding eny clause or section of this contract to the con- 
trary, the Contractor shall net. interpret any clause or section of this 
contract as requiring or permitting divalgence of guch information to 
any person, public or private, or to any officer or department of the 
Government without the expres: consent of the Contracting Offieer or 
his duly authorized representative for security matters.
